INTEREST ON MUNICIPAL FUNDS 


The neighboring borough of "Wash 


ington, Pennsylvania, gets four pe: 
cent interest on its daily balances In 
tha bank designated ns the borough 
depository. 
Conneilsvillo is a four 


per cent, town so far at least as time 
deposits in Its banksy are concerned 
Our School Board Is 'at this moment 
receiving four per cent, interest on the 
pioceedsof Its latest bond sale remain- 
Ing unchecked upon In a local bank. 
These facts suggest the query, Why 
should not all our public monies on de- 
posit In the banks draw interest just 
the same as those of private Individ- 
uals? 


Treasurer Rutter Is the custodian 


of the borough funds and Treasurer 
Scaenck of the school funds. Technic- 
ally and lawfully they have tho rlghc 
to keep these funds In whatever bank 
they elect, being personally responsi- 
ble for the safety of the same; but 
they can without doubt get Interest 
on the public monies in their hands 
from the depositories they have se- 
lected, and any such revenues should 
go to the public treasury, since these 
officials receive from the borough an. 
the school district proper and satisfac- 
tory compensation for their services.

Other boroughs 


go further by dispensing with the ser- 
vices of Individuals at, treasurers and 
electing banking Institutions to that 
oil]co under an agipement that they 
aeivo without compenb.itlon.

THE DUNBAR ROBBERS. 


It transpires that Dunbar was the 


victim of an organised band of robbers 
•who plundered systematically, taking 
"Wholesale for the purpose of selling 
at retail. It was a lucrative business, 
while It lasted. 
The company could 


safely undersell the market without 
any danger of selling below cost. 
Its 


business was practically all profit. 


This company, it develops, was com- 


posed of foreigners, principally Slo- 
vaks. We are accustomed to speak of 
this particular portion of our popula- 
tion as "Ignorant foreigners," but we 
must admit that In some respects at 
least they are quite as intelligent as 
tha average American In their lines 
ot leainlng. 
The Dunbar discovery 


proves that in the business of burgling 
they are a distinct .Improvement over 
the Cooley gang. Tho latter were na- 
tive Americans. They knew how to 
steal, and to. elude for a long time the 
Blow-moving steps of justice, but they 
never attempted to put their plunder 
on the market in a regular commercial 
way like_the Dunbar looters did.

lighted to see it made manifest in all its 
subtle parts, -was the same pleasure 
which theatregoers enjoyed 
at 
the 


Colonial last night, when Henrietta 
Crosman and her company, under the 
direction ofi Maurice Campbell, ottered 
"As You Lilie It." It was an expec- 
tant audience, probably nine tenths of 
•whom had never before seen and heard 
the gifted star -whose Tamo Is not only 
the triumph of her art, but that tri- 
umph, won against the odds of a grind- 
Ing theatrical trust, which drew the 
shutters down over her talent for many 
years "because she dared to sttive 
alone. All the world loves a winner, 


' and it Is a safe guess that many a 


genuine hand-clap given Miss Croa- 
man has in It, as well as the endorse- 
ment of her ability, a tiny echo of 


- satisfacllon for her victory achieved 


before the mouths of the enemy's can- 
non. That this appreciation was shar- 
ed by the best society of surrounding 
towns, despite the deep frowns of the 
weather gods, is one of the hopeful 
signs that hangs by the door of Con 
relisville's temple of Hestor. And in 
proportion as the worthy offerings of 
legitimate actors and actresses win 
their audiences in Connellsvillo, by 
-Just that same proportion will the ad- 
mirable passions of mankind continue 
to grow in favor on the local boards, 
and the base and stupid go back into 
the shadows, where they belong. 


M1-3S Crosman has had two notable 


successes, "Mistress Nell," In which 
her portaryal of the winsome Nell 
Gwynn made her famous In an indepen- 
dent New York theatre, and "As You 
Like It," which has spread her fame 
in all the playhouses of the land. The 
characters are different only us tlielr 
creators made them so; for Miss Cros- 
man's art Is as all real art is, the 
gift of Individuality. She stamped the 


-'•cliaracter-oj NelV-GTrynn'witrTa living 


personality, and sho gives 
Shakes- 


peare's daughter a new lease oC life. 
,lt is a life flushed with youth, and 
beauty, and brave resolve, so delicately 
veneered with the spirit of mischief 
and the whims of lovo that while the 
play ID truly a comody, it is a magic 
lesson of life on Its broadest liucs. 
What could better illume this under- 
tone of tho drama than in those vary- 
ing scones where Rosilind wears1 tho 
doublet and the hoso of tho man, and 
withal endangers tho very deception 
of her dress with the bursting heart of 
a woman? Tho first impression that 
Miss Grosniari conveys is this; but 
tho discerning soon sees, as a him 
breaking through tho light silver mist 
ol' a May morning, that not alone is 
the love-sick girl shinning througn 
the accoutrements of an adventurous 
young man, but that this is merely a 
wave of ligh', bearing with It tho su- 
pondous taslc of a woman's heart, alert 
in every glance, every sigh, every word 
and lift of hand, to complete tho busi- 
ness of her very existence. There Is 
no art so convincing as that which 
wraps the golden seeds of a great pur- 
pose in tho gossamer chrysalis o£ a 
butterfly. 
For tho soul large enough 


to guess the worth of the sead and Its 
cause, howsoever It be hidden away, 
there Is no need to hold the light to 
tho gossamer film: but Cor all tuo 
world at large, Miss Grosraan does 
light tho candle, ami tho vision Is 
clear and strong. 


Because ot this double view of life, 


comedy is always more difficult to in- 
terpret intelligently than tragedy, for 
calamity howls Its own lesson, while 
comedy cries out her distress under 
the veil of laughter. Tears are direct 
speech; 
but humour Is only the 


shadow of speech, making voice of a 
smile. And to bmile so that pity rush- 
es forward to transform the meaning 
of a smile and to convert it into trag- 
edy, is one of the triumphs of tho 
stage. Has Miss Crosman not dono it 
well in that scene where she receives 
the bloody korchief? To swoon away 
would be to confess that she is not a 
woman; to confess that she is not a 
woman -would be to deny, even if it bo 
only to her own heart, that slio does 
not love Orlando. And how subtle Is 
Shakespeuro, In this, that though she 
had denied many times her woman- 
hood in all the lighter follies of her ad- 
veuturo, yet, v.hen tho real test of 
her heart comes In a big thing, Mie 
can be no more than woman alter all! 
That Jlisg Crosman's mixture of drend 
that was real and denial that was false 
still left the true feeling In her heart 
dominant, Is the laudable element in 
her work. 
It gives us Shakespeare; 


and what an 1st could hope to win a 
higher woul of praise? 


Besides the star, Iherc are three flno 


figures lu her support. Edward Mackay 
is one of them. 
It would be difficult 


to pick out :i man on the stage who 
has 90 keen au insight into the beau- 
tics of blank verse to has he. His ev- 
ery syllable givus the lie to a common 
theory that verse catmot fit the ear of 
today. 
He la manly, he Is gentle, he 


is quiet and reposeful, qualities that 
make the Ideal conception of Orlando. 
Miss Helen Wlntnor as Cella was so 
sweat, so sympathetic and so quick to 
match every passion of her adopted 
sister that no matter In what role she 
ever appears la Connellsville, she shall 
be given all duo interest and atten- 
tion, The third notable success In the 
support it William P. Owen in the 
eiisignla of the fool. To'be an accept- 
able Touchstone Is to bo an actor. 
Mr. Owen Is both in one. 


If the gallery did not learn a lesson 


last ulsht, it is a hopeless crowd that 
fills that section of tho Colonial The- 
atre. Long ero. the closing scene of 
the last act, as usual tho gotls began 
to rush clown tho stairs. Miss Crosman 
simply saicl'to Jacques, who was speak- 
ing his lines: 
"Wait, do not speak a 


•word." The audience in the pit caught 
tho 'words, and burst into applause, 
which was a rebuke merited for many 
such interruptions recently. It the gal- 
leries do not know when a pl»y I" 
about to end, these mistaken heads 
should take take their cue from oth- 
ers who know a Httlo more about cli- 
maxes than they do.
